WHY SOME STAMPS WERE 
ISSUED. 


Most stamp collectors seem to have 
no knowledge of the reason for certain 
stamps having been issued, which 
should be one of the special studies of 
collecting. Of course every stamp was 
issued for a purpose, but some varieties 
may call for special mention. Canada 
has produced several oddities of this 
kind, notable among which are the 2 
cents issued in 1864, also the same 
denomination of New Brunswick, 1861, 
and Nova Scotia, 1862, all of which 
were struck off to pre-pay soldiers 
letters to Great Britain (who had been 
sent to Canada in 1862, on the occasion 
of the Slidell Mason affair.) Another 
Canadian stamp was the 12 pence, 
black, which, as most collectors know 
is almost unique in rarity, was struck 
off to do duty for postage to India, is 
said by some officials in government 
circles to have been issued in error, as 
the postage at that time was only ten 
pence. 

The 17 cents Canadian, 1859, was 
struck for postage to India, also 
the 12$ cents of the same year *was 
issued expressly for, letiers to Great 

‘Britain. Thestampsof Prince Edward 
Island, for their odd denominations 
might cause collectors to imagine that 
they were issued for some special ser- 
vice, but we have never heard of such. 

The 8} cents Nova Scotia was issued 
for letters to Newfoundland. 

The 13. cents Newfoundland was 


isstied for letters to Great Britain. - 


hese are the principal varieties issued 


in Canada for postage out of the usual 
run. 

The United States have issued a few 
denominations for special service: the 
24 and 90 cent of various issues are an 
odd figure; the 7 cent of 1870 was a 
value placed on postage to Germany 
for letters. The official stamps were 
issued for the use of the various de- 
partments they represented, and could 
not be used by any outside parties 
which is the cause of the great rarity 
of some of the department denomina- 
tions such as Executive and high value 
State. x 

The Executive stamps were used 
by the President, and Vice-President 
of the United, States: therefore, phili- 
talists having used specimens have not 
only o philatelic treasure, but have 
also a historical relic. 

The Aus!:alian colonies have issued 
very few stamps for any special duty, 
and with the exception o' a very few 
European, very few exist outside of 
America. 

In fact economical postage for speci- 
fied “countries seems to be prculiar to 
America as regards odd values. Most 
of these stamps are noticably scarce 
and should be made as greata study 
of as any other. 


IRREVOCABLE. 


To write in haste and repent at leisure 
is the experience of niany an impetuous 
correspondent, who is ignorant or 
oblivious of the rule that at a letter 
once posted cin never be taken out of 
the box, that-it becomes the property 
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of the postmaster-general until it is 
delivered. The reports give many in- 
stances of the painful results of haste 
and carelessness : ‘‘On one occasion a 
gentlemanly-looking person called and 
expressed a fear that he had enclosed 
two letters in wrong envelopes, and 
that all his prospects in life depended 
on his having his letters back, and cor- 
recting the mistake; inasmuch as they 
revealed plans which he had adopted 
to save two mercantile houses in the 
same line of business, whose interests 
clashed at every point.” A similar 
blunder occured in a more delicate 
affair, when a young lady was most 
urgent to have her letters returned as 
she had accepted the wrong offer of 
marriage. 

The local postmaster was unable to 
resist her earnest entreaties, and thus 
prevented « painful catastropbe. But 
a whole romance might be written on 
the following incident :— 

A young lady, who had been engaged 
to a prosperous young manufacturer, 
was imformed, a few days before the 
marriage was fixed for, that the firm 
was insolvent, Not a moment was to 
be lost, and a letter was written and 
posted, breaking the engagement; 
when, within two hours, it was dis- 
covered that the report was entirely 
enfounded. 

The report continues: The daughter 
with her parents rushed to the post- 
office, and no words can describe the 
scene—the appeals, the tears, the wring- 
ing of hands, the united entreaties of 
the family, to have the fatal letter re- 
stored, but, alas! all was vain, the rule 
admitted of no exception.” 


NATIONAL CHARACTERISTICS 
DISPLAYED IN POSTAGE 
STAMPS. 

The qualities of a nation like those of 
an individual are very often indicated 


to the world at large, by the manner 
in which such nation does an action. 
It is not at all likely that the same 
national characteristic would be dis- 
played in every action but in every 
action something characteristic of the 
nation could be discovered. Give $20 
each to a Scotchman, a Frenchman 
and an American and tell them to go 
and buy themselves a suit of clothes. 
Sandy would come back witha grey 
or brown suit of strong material that 
would last him five years. The repre- 
sentative of France would probably 
return with a dress suit of inferior 
quality which would dazzle the eyes of 
the beholder on first sight but which in 
a few weeks would present a decidely 
‘“ have seen better days” appearance. 
The American would very likely rejoice 
in a coat which, buttoned up would 
present a neat business appearance but 
which unbuttoned would reveal a 
breadth of glistening shirt bosom which 
would grace any drawing room. In 
this small matter of dress we have ex- 
amples of national characteristics. 
The cany Scctehman, the improvident 
happy-go-luck Frenchman and the ver- 
satile American. So when nations are 
placed in contrast,we can generally see 
a proclivity of its people in every detail 
in any certain line of conduct. To my 
mind many nations have certain of their 
qualities exhibited in their postage 
stamps. 

Take for instance the United States 
of America, we find there that one issue 
of stamps succeedsanother with lighting 
rapidity. Wescarcely become familiar 
with one set of stamps when, lo! the 
scene is changed and a new set of actors 
come rushing, a La Francis Wilson, 
upon the stage, yet the fedral] govern- 
ment have nothing to gain by so often 
having a change of stamps. Instead 
of pecuinary gain there is a consider- 
able loss. Every new set of dies cost 
some thousands of dollars, and if the 
dies are cast aside after having served 
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only half the time they were capable of 
rendering efficient service there is a 
clear loss of 50% of the cost of the 
plates. Yet Uncle Sam is not a reckless 
financier nor is it to be imagined for a 
moment that this long,lean starred and 
striped, plug-hatted gentleman has 
any desire to interest the great army of 
philatelists who boast of the United 
States as their home, by amusing them 
by a new issue of stamps every year or 
two. No, the U.S, is one of the few 
American countries not controlled, 
postally by Mr Seebeck. The action 
of the American Union with regard to 
her stamps is very characteristic of the 
American peopie, There must be a con- 
tinual change of programme or else the 
performance becomes monotonous. The 
United States is a country of advance- 
ment; it should progress ; everything 
different from old styles is tried If it 
happens to be a success all well and 
good, if the undertaking is found to be 
a failure, then it is dropped like a hot 
potato and its former promoter 1ushes 
into something else. In no country in 


the world do styles in everything 
change so quickly. In dress this is very 


noticible as also in politics. One year 
a city or state goes Democratic by a 
large majority, within a year that 
majority is turned into an equally large 
Republican majority. In business it is 
the same way, to-day a pauper, to- 
morrow aprince, To express it shortly 
there is nothing conservative about our 
American cousins: ‘‘variety is the spice 
of life,” and they have adherred to this 


rule even in their postage stamps. 
I will make one exception to what I 


have just said about there being nothing 
conservative about the States. They 
are conservative in one thing, their 
patriotism, In the mind of the average 
American there is no place in the skies 
above, the earth beneath, or the waters 
under the earth like their beloved “land 
of the free.” These sentiments have 
been beautifully portrayed by paintings 
in the shape of stamps which have twice 


been placed on exhibition once at the 
time of the Centenial in 1876, and again 
at the time of the Columbian celebra- 
tion. The postal art exhibition of the 
latter period was hardly superior to the 
one in 1876 although the pictures were 
larger and there were more entries. 
But we do not have to wait twenty 
years between each sign of the great 
patriotism of our southern friends. 
We have only to look at their stamps 


to see the photographs of a number of 
men from Washington down who have 


been instrumental in placing that 
country in the proud position which she 
to-day occupies, Onher stamps as upon 
the hearts of her people, are engraved 
such American heroes as Washington, 
Lincoln, Grant, Garfield and numerous 
others. Perhaps some day with these 
will be associated the handsome ‘‘boy 
orator of the Platte,”William Jennings 
Bryan. 

But [ fear that I have spent too much 
time among by-gone Americans and 
too little among their portraits as repre- 
sented by stamps and so without fur- 
ther comment will turn my attention 
to Canada. If the United States have 
been too fast Canada has been too slow 
as is shown by our conservative ten- 
dency, as represented by our stamps, 
to let well erough alone. For twenty 
years Canada has developed but little 
and for about the same length of time 
we have been using the same stamps. 
Canada is quite content with her dear 
old Queen and so we still have her 
sweet face on ourstamps Years ago 
we had fora short time a likeness of 
H. R. H the Prince Cons»rt. But we 
soon returned to Her Majesty, and it is 
the wish of every good Canadian that 
our stamps will long bear her image. 

Turning to Great Britian we find 
solid substantial old England repre- 
sented in every stamp. She needs no 
gaudy colors to tell the world that the 
sun never sets on her Dominions, With 
the exception of one issue, the Jubilee,

HEREWITH we present to the stamp 
world the first issue of the PHILATELIC 
CANADIAN. We regret extremely our 
inability to announce that we have started 
the publication of this journal in order to 
filla long feltwant. After looking around 
and searching all the bargain counters 
we were unable to find any “long felt 
wants,” and so decided not to fabricate 
concerning the matter but to speak the 
truth and shame—well all other men who 
ever published Vol. I. No. I. of a stamp 
paper. We are simply “out for dust” 
and if we are so fortunate as to please 
our readers and achieve more or less 
glory in this way so much better for the 
readers. This paper will not be the house 
organ of any stamp firm, not because we 
are adverse on principle to periodicals of 
this kind but simply because we do not 
think it would pay us to do so. The 
philatelic advertiser has long since dis- 
covered the error of inserting his small 
“adv” in the paper, the advertising 
columns of which are packed with the 
publisher’s bargains and snaps, catalogues 
and price lists. No, we have estimated 


that such a paper would not pay and con- 
sequently we are not going to try it. 
Then with regard to the length of time 
over whice we expect the publication of 
this paper toextend. Most stamp papers 
in their initial number besides announce- 
ing that the editor's effort is the result of 
the wishes of the great majority of the 
devotees of philately for a really first class 
paper, give such information as would 
lead one to believe that as long as a new 
moon shines down on the world each 
month so long would their periodicals 
continue to shine forth each month, to 
light the steps of the followers of our 
goddess. If we are refused second class 
rates by the post office department we 
will never see our first moon but will pro- 
bably see stars instead. If in the opinion 
of the post office authorities we are fit to 
be cut loose on the world we will go on 
publishing this paper until further notice, 
which if we are compelled to give such 
we will make a satisfactory settlement of 
all existing contracts. Nocontracts made 
for more than ten years as it is doubtful 
if we shall continue publication after the 


year A.D. 2000. 
We intend to print and circulate 2000 


copies of this paper each month. The 
January number will have an exception- 
ally large circulation as we intend to 
send one sample copy to every philatelist 
in Canada and the United States whose 
address we can procure. We do not 
however intend to send many copies to 
foreign countries, nor do we expect to 
have anything of a foreign circulation for 
months to come, so that any collector 
looking for foreign correspondents would 
be throwing his money away by advertis- 
ing in the P. C. just now. 

You will perhaps think that we have 
said almost enough about ourselves, what 
we are going to do and what we are going 
to leave undone. But we have our rea- 
sons for saying more, one of whichis that 
it is desired that this paper should set out 
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clearly and distinctly its aims and aspira- 
tions, rules and regulations in its first 
number so that our philatelic brethren 
will understand exactly what may be ex- 
pected from us. We have several other 
reasons but will content ourselves with 
one more, which is that this is our first 
grasp of the editorial quill, we feel like 
writing and see no reason why we should 
not. All friends and acquaintances 
most confidantly assured us upon solicita- 
tion to give us their advertisements that 
in starting a stamp paper we were very 
foolish. Some used the noun instead 
of the adjective, and others prefixed 
the noun by very expressive adjec- 
tives. If we are going to sink about $30 
a month on this venture without any 
financial returns surely no one can blame 
us if we endeavour to “even up” by in- 
dulging in a little practise in composition. 

But to return to earth again, it is in- 
tended to have some of the best philatelic 
authors of the day, as regular contribu- 
tors to our columns. We invite all those 
who can write as well as those who think 
they can, to sendus some MSS. with 
terms and enclosing stamp for reply, and 
if you think YOU can write a readable 
article send us some copy. It does not 
matter if you have never written anything 
before, as this may be the beginning of a 
successful literary career. We are not 
in need of catalogues, quotations from 
advance sheets, philatelic novelettes, 
Rip Van Winkle dreams, or ‘Looking 
Backward” forecasts. 


A FEW NOTES. 
By AL Woop. B. CRIvIc: 


It is now mooted in some quarters 
that an Ontario Philatelic Society is 
about to be organized. It would al- 
most appear as though some unkind 
fate were retarding the advance of 
Philately in Canada. It seems too bad 
that just at the moment when there is 
good ground for the belief that a union 


of Canada’s two natioual societies will 
speedily be an accomplished fact, that 
some ambitious spirits should promul- 
gate the scheme of a Provincial Associa- 
tion. Surely there are but few col- 
lectors in Ontario who will fail to see 
that such an organization offers no 
further advantages than those now 
obtainable in either of our national 
associations. Instead of the phila- 
telists of Canada dividing up into small 
disordered rabbels and clans fighting 
among themselves like so many school 
boys, not as to who will be foremost in 
accomplishing the work to be done, 
but as to who will be the leader of ‘‘de 
gang,” would it not be more seemly if 
every Canadian was to put his shoulder 
to the wheel and strain every muscle 
in navigating the ship of philately safe 
into port, But as long as men are men 
quite a large proportion of them will 
continue to be boys. The only conso- 
lation is that these puerile adults are in 
the minority, and unless their actions 
are countenanced by gentlemen who 
should have maturer judgement the 
efforts to further disunite the phila- 
telists of Canada will result in naught. 

I must congratulate The Pritchard 
Publishing Company of London, on 
being the means of turning out the 
neatest philatelic journal which ever 
honored Canada as its home. Stamp 
Lore with a nameless editor, but alleged 
to be owned and controlled by the above 
named Company is certainly a credit 
to philately. It bears a strong resem- 
blance both in typographical appear- 
ance and in itsliterary composition to 
the ‘Canadian Philatelist” formerly 
published by Mr. L. M. Staebler. 

One of our contemporaries recently 
announced that a ‘‘find” had been made 
of a number of Canadian pence issues. 
We do not believe that such is the case 
and think publishers should be more 
careful not to allow any unfounded 
rumors like the above, to have a place 
in their columns.

WHAT BECOMES OF OLD 
POSTAGE STAIIPS. 


A Parisian paper has set itself to dis- 
cover What becomes of old postage 
stamps—a question which has vexed the 
souls of many curious persons on this 
side of the Atlantic, 

Tt was alleged that they were collec- 
ted for the defrauding of the revenue, 


the post marks being obliterated, and 
the stamps re-used. Obviously how- 
ever the small scale upon which such a 
fraud could be conducted would not 
account for the millions of used stamps 
which where known to be collected by 
the convents. It appears that the con- 
vents convert their pupils and. their 
pupil’s parents into collectors, and, 
when a million stamps have been amas- 
sed and sorted as to countries and values 
they are sold to the dealers in foreign 
stamps, who pay from fourteen pounds 
to sixteen pounds per million for them. 
It is calculated that their retail sale and 
export to other countries leayes the 
dealer an average profit of eighty-four 
pounds per million, Philatelists will 
be interested in knowing, on the 
authority of our contemporary, that the 
one-france stamps of the Republic of 
1849 are now so scarce that they com- 
mand about eight pounds each. 


There area few mean menin the 
ranks of the collectors in Casada, If 
they see a premium offered by any 
dealer they immediately write for his 
sheets and the premium. The latter 
they keep. ‘They take three cents worth 
of stamps off the sheets to pay 
postage and return the sheets to the 
dealer with the information that his 
sheets are no good. Others there are 
who in making a remittance retain a 
few cents more than they are justly en- 
titled to. The amount is so small that 
the dealer does not care to complain 
but in the course ofa year loses quite a 
large amount inthis way. Thisis a 
very small way of doing business and . 
we intend to report any petty larceny 
of this kind for the benefit of our 
readers, 


One of our contemporaries recently 
announced that a ‘‘find” had been made 
of a number of Canadian pence issues. 
We do not believe that such is the case 
and think publishei~ sucusu Le more 
careful and not allow any un-ounded 
rumors like the avove, to have a place 
in their columns,

NATIONAL CHARACTERISTICS 
DISPLAYED IN POSTAGE 
STAMIPS. 


By I. E. WELDon. 

Of 1888, all of Britain’s stamps are 
simple, almost homely, in design and 
colors. They are indictive of British 
solidity and substantiability. They, 
like the dress of the average Britisher, 
not Anglo-maniacs, represent British 
character—a quiet, but good apparel, 
no gaudy blaze of colors and designs. 
English stamps are like English news- 
papers, no ostentation, no display, the 
outside page is covered with advertis- 
ments, the reading matter is concealed 
within. Nosensational headlines occu- 
pying half a column, followed by a 
paragraph of three or four lines in 
description of some every-day event. 
The intense loyalty to the Queen is also 
shown in every British stamp. Of 
course, the English are not without 
their faults. They have a hobby—it is 
Loyalty. If Americans are hero wor. 
shippers, the British are certainly 
Sovereign worshippers. The average 
man could stand to see the stamps of 
Great Britain adorned, if but for a 
short time, with the striking counien- 
ance of that “grand old man,” William 
E, Gladstone. 

Turning from a review of the national 
characteristics as shown in their postage 
stamps, of two such great countries as 
the United States and Great Britain, to 
some of the South American republics, 
one could almost be sure from the 


gaudy dress in which we find these 
stamps attired, that the nations were 
small and insignificant. The shallower 
brained and more insignificant a man 
or nation, the more the ostentation and 
display, It is not necessary for a great 
man or a great nation to dress flashily 
in order to occupy a place of distinction 
in the world. Take the stamps of Costa 
Rica, Guatamala or Honduras. The 
colors of their stamps are perfectly 


striking. They remind us of the be- 
collared, be-cuffed, be-glassed, be- 
caned, be - crysanthinumed young 


dandy, from whose very appearance it 
is easily discernable there is no depth 
of character behind all this display. 
But when one comes to understand the 
term ‘‘Seebecked,” and discovers that 
these nations have fallen so low as to 
humiliate themselves by trying to in- 
crease their finances by a few thousand 
dollars, by pandering to the tastes of 
stamp collectors, my contention is 
proved, and one feels like crying ‘‘What 
else could be expected from so much 


show ?” 
Then turn to Chili, a country whose 


stamps are not of the flaming order. 
Printed in quiet colors, very much like 
those of European countries, contrast 
her stamps with those of Brazil a coun- 
try which has issued five times as many 
stamps as her smaller southern neigh- 
bor. Brazil is eternally getting out 
something new in stamps, something 
entirely new in design and color. There 
seeims to be 10 order or consistency— 
now an Emperor, then a President, 
then some symbolie design adorns her 
stamps. Upon inquiry, we find that 
Brazil is a nation of revolutions and 
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government overthrowings, and fer her 
territorial size and population, holds a 
very inferior rank amongst nations. 
There is no stability about the country. 
With Chiliit is different. Although not 
favored by Providence with anything 
like the natural resourses of Brazil, 
still constitutional government is well 
established there. This fact is shown 
in her postage stamps. Chili makes 
very few changes in her postal emissions 
and there is no ostentation or display 
about them, 

Glancing at Germany, we find the 
character of her people indeliably 
marked in her stamps, Color and the 
design—the most monotonous in exist- 
ance, They do not even bother with 
having ‘ Kaiser Bill” staring them in 
the face on every envelope, The heavy 
phlegmatic character of the German is 
porteayed in each and every one of her 
stamps, 

For a last illustration take Japan. 
Her early stamps, printed upon paper 
so héavy that:most of us would hesitate 
before using it for wall paper, yet there 
was nothing common-place about their 
appearance, The paper did not look 
cheap, it only looked behind the times, 
Look at Japan’s more recent postal 
emissions, aud we will see that she has 
been making rapid advances in civiliza- 
tion, The “Jap” has been to Europe, 
and has discovered how to make just as 
good a stamp out of half the paper. 

And so I might go on and enumerate 
numbers of countries, to all of which 
this test could be applied. Examine a 
stamp carefully, and then think of the 
issuing country, and in the great 
majority of cases we shall discover 
numerous traits of character. 


THE SPECULATOR AND 
PHILATELY. 


The desire to make money easily and 
quickly is so universal that it far exceeds 
in scope and intcusity wu) other passion 


which agitates the human _ breast. 
Humanity loves money and hates work. 
Nothing delights man so much as to 
make money “on aspec.” This desire 
of ours to prey upon our fellow-men has 
induced speculation in almost every 
article of a pecuninary value known to 
the world The commonest speculator 
is, perhaps, the man on ’change, who 
buys and sells stocks and grain But 
turn where we will we see examples of 
the nineteenth century spirit for specu- 
lation, Even the person of man himself 
is not inviolate. Both dead and alive, 
men have been the subject of barter. 
All the world knows how much specu- 
lation there formerly was in slaves; and 
there now lives, in a large American 
town, a person who devotes his whole 
time to visiting the various hospitals in 
tue city and purchasing the dead bodies 
of unknown people, which he afterwards 
Sells to doctors, students, and medical 
institutions, No doubt this dealer in 
corpses goes as much into exceticies 
over the purchase of a “ sub” who has 
died of some peculiar disease and which 
is, consequently, in great demand, as 
we stamp collectors would upon’ the 
“tind” of a 12d Canada. Taking into 
consideration the great prevalence and 
far reaching effects of this modern in 
clination to speculation, can we wonder 
that the Goddess of Philately has. been 
turned into a golden calf, before which 
kneels many worshippers. 

Perhaps, before going any further, I 
might say that in using the term 
“ philatelic speculator,” Ido not inelude 
the dealer who buys and sells stamps as 
a matter of business, but by ‘specula- 
tor” I mean a quasi-collector who keeps 
buying large quantities of duplicates, 
hoping to make large profits, as the 
stamps which he holds rises in value. 

It may seem incredible to the unin- 
itiated, but it is undoubtedly a fact, 
that thousands of the dollars of men’ 
who care nothing for philately, and 
know nothing of collecting, are now 
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invested in stamps. I know personally 
a capitalist of some magnitude, who has 
about $4000 inve-ted in very desirable 
stamps. This gentleman never had a 
collection in his life, knows very little 
concerning philately as a science or as 
a hobby, and does not even know the 
value of any other stamps, except the 
ones he is endeavoring to corner, A 
collecting friend excited his imagination 
with fairy tales of the rapid advance in 
yalue of stamps, and this is the result. 
Some of my readers will, perhaps, 
not understand the modus-operandi of 
what is known as “cornering the 
market.” A person who desires to get 
a“ correr”’ in any stamp of value must 
be possessed of means. Let us suppose 
that Iam desirous of © cornering” the 
market in 17¢ Canada, These stamps 
are now catalogued at $1.50, and can be 
purchased at about $1 each. I notify 
the stamp dealers of the world that I 
am willing to buy 17¢ Canada’s in quan- 
tities, saying that I will pay $1 each for 
them, A large number of these stamps 
will then be offered me. When I have 
bought all possible at this price, I offer 
$1.10 each for any others»that may be 
out. This extra inducement may bring 
out another large lot. If I again 
advanee mv purchase price, and offer 
$1.25 each, I would probably get most 
of these stamps to be had. If, hoping 
to procure practically all these stamps 
in existence, I offered $2 each for them, 
and did succeed in buying practically 
all of these stamps in existence. then I 
would be said to have ‘cornered ” the 
market in 17¢c Canada, I can then hold 
my stock of these stamps, set my price 
on them—say $3 each—and not sell any 
less than this, until at the proper 
moment I can ‘ unload,” making a 
profit one or two hundred per cent. 
Supposing, though, at the time, | had 
offered $2 each for the stamps, two or 
three large holders of these (of whom I 
was entirely ignorant), ha¢ come for- 
ward and offered some thousands at $2, 


and I had not enough money to buy all, 
then the ‘ corner” would be broken. 
17c Canada would soon drop to their 
old value of $1 each. I would then lose 
the difference between what I had paid 
for them and their real value, and if I 
attempted to sell my enormous stock of 
these all at once, the market would 
become glutted, a panic would seize the 
holders of these stamps, and the proba- 
bilities are that before many days had 
expired, the price of the 17¢ would be 
down to 50 cents. 

The latter course is exactly the one 
which was pursued by one unlucky man 
who tried to corner the market on $2 
Columbians. It is reported that $200,- 
000 was invested by this gentleman in 
these stamps. But for some reason or 
other, probably on account of the 
insufficiency of the wherewithal]. this 
would-be-millionaire was unable to buy 
up all of these stamps on the market. 
The result was disastrious. Two dollar 
Columbians rapidly fell to face value, 
and when the speculator attempted to 
dispose of his large accumulations, the 
price rapidly dropped below face, until 
at the present time this stamp, unused, 
can actually be purchased for $1.74, and 
it would appear that there is now such 
a glut of these stamps that they will 
come down still lower. 

The effect of the collapse ot a boom 
such as the one above referred to, is 
very.disastrious to stamp collecting in 
general. By the extensive accumula- 
tion of copies of any one stamp, a ficti- 
tious value is given to that stamp by 
dealers and collectors, and when the 
bubble is punctured, prices go down 
withacrash Collectors no longer have 
contidence in. stamps—they vie with one 
another in disposing off their collee- 
tions, Theresultis a great diminuation 
in the value of all stamps. Collectors 


who may have retained their collections 
become disgusted and cease to buy, and 
the probabilities are that their albums 
are laid away never to be re-opened by 
their once proud owners.

WE must thank most cordially those 
who already favored us with subscriptions 
and advertisements. 

IN the first number of the “ Halifax 
Philatelic Magazine,” which came to hand 
some days ago, Mr. A. M. Muirhead, one 
of the editors, gives a history of the Do- 
minion Philatelic Association, which, in 
some respects 1s admirable, but in others 
is just the reverse. In the first place not 
enough credit is given to the gentleman 
who really organized and, subsequently, 
“carried” the Association—Mr. W. S. 
Weatherston., As a matter of fact, Mr. 
Weatherston did five times more work for 
the society than all the rest of the mem- 
bers combined. Mr. Muirhead issued 3 
or 4 numbers of the “ Canadian Philatelic 
Magazine,” and then suspended publica- 
tion. The D.P.A. at that time did not 
amount to a row of pins, and it never 
would have, had not Mr. Weatherston 
resumed the publication of the ‘C.P.M.”, 
and reorganized the society. In the fall 
of 1894, a stamp society was organized in 
Canada, known as the International 
Stamp Exchange, with headquarters at 
Toronto. This society, shortly after its 
inception, had upwards of 50 members, 
and gave great promise of being within a 
short time one of the largest and most 
influential on the continent. Mr. R. Geo. 
Hitchman and Mr. I. E. Weldon, of 
Toronto, were president and secretary 
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respectively. About this time, Mr. W., 
finding that the publication of his paper 
occupied too much of his time, decided to 
sell out, which he accordingly did to the 
International Stamp Exchange, who had 
decided to continue the publication of the 
paper as their organ. From indications 
then visible, it was apparent that the 
D.P.A. was a thing of the past, as without 
Mr. Weatherston or an official organ, the 
society would, undoubtedly, not have sur- 
vived a month. About this time, over- 
tures were made by some D.P.A. mem- 
bers to amalgamate that society with the 
International Stamp Exchange. Mr. 
Crashley and Mr. Muirhead, two officers 
of the D.P.A., were the only members of 
the Association to object to the union. 
Mr. Crashley was a mere boy, and rightly 
forsaw that should the union take place, 
he would likely be supplanted in his 
position of secretary-treasurer by a more 
experienced person, and so he objected 
most strongly to the amalgamation. 
Perhaps a kindred feeling also animated 
Brother Muirhead in his opposition to the 
union. As a matter of fact, this “job” 
in the shape of a union “ with a would-be 
international society, called the ‘ Interna- 
tional Stamp Exchange,’” to use Mr. 
Muirhead’s words, was the only thing that 
prevented the death of the D.P.A. a 
couple of years ago. 

THERE is some prospect that a union 
will be effected between Canada’s two 
national societies, the Canadian Philatelic 
Association and the Dominion Philatelic 
Association. If this should come to pass, 
the CANADIAN will be a candidate for the 
official organship. We have at all times 
taken a great interest in both the D.P.A. 
and the C.P.A., and should the members 
think this paper worthy of the position to 
which we aspire, we will make every effort 
in our power to maintain this paper second 
to none in the Dominion.

ADVERTISING. 


A man does not have to get his head 
very far above the sea of medriocrity to 
command attention. Nine cases in ten, 
when a man says that advertising does 
not pay, he has arrived at this conclusion 
because he has expected the stamp paper 
to do it all. If he were to neglect his 
stamps as he neglects his advertising 
space, he would have still more com- 
plaints to make about stamp business in 
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general. If the stamps were never 
washed or pressed, lots of surplus hinges 
on the back, the display of specimens on 
the sheet never changed, he would not 
expect many collectors to stop and lose 
themselves in an ecstacy of admiration ; 
and yet he seems to expect just this sort 
of thing from an old moss-covered ad. 

An advertisement of stamps or of a 
stamp paper, is supposed to tell the good 
points. If it does not, it is very much 
the same to the reader as if it did not 
exiSt. 

Advertising, in the stamp business, is 
simply and solely telling collectors where 
the right stamps and the right services 
can be found. Poorstamps will no: stand 
good advertising, because good advert's- 
ing is truth telling. Your advertisement 
‘is a means .of communication —t 1s his- 
tory, or news, or both. It doesn’t change 
the stamps or the dealer in the slightest 
degree. The best an advertisement can 
do is to represent the stamps or dealer 
in a perfectly just and vivid way. The 
more perfectly the advertisement reflects 
the stamps and the spirit of the dealer, 
the better advertising it is. If it misrep- 
resents by reason of inadequacy or exag- 
geration, it 1s bad advertising. If it 
doesn’t show the stamps as good as they 
are, itis bad. If it shows them better 
than they are, it is perhaps even worse. 

A stamp dealer cannot do profitable 
advertising unless he deals in the stamps 
that collectors want. 

Advertising will not sell stamps for 
which there is no demand simply because 
they supply no want. 

The fewer stamp advertisements that 
appear in a paper, the more those few 
are worth to the advertiser. 

Many of our papers are full of ads. of 
dealers who try to write funny ads. | 
think the joke is often on the fellow who 
tries to write the funny ad.

Members 
who wished to receive the new issues 
as soon as they are obtainable, will be 
required to make a deposit of $5 with 
the Purchasing Agent, who will supply 
the stamps at an advance of 15 per cent 
over face. All members should take 
advantage of this, as the stamps could 
not be imported in small lots at Jess 
than 20 per cent. Mr. Parker deserves 
great credit for his kindness in thus 


lending such valuable assistance to the 
Club. 

Upon motion, it was resolved that 
members of this Club patronize only 
those Toronto dealers who are mem- 
bers of the Club. This is a move in 
the right direction, as a dealer who can 
afford, or who does not take enough 
interest in stamps for their own sake, 
to spend a couple of hours every two 
weeks in social intercourse with his 
customer, does not deserve to be pat- 
ronized by those customers.

MAIL SERVICE IN DENIIARK. 


The kingdom of Denmark is located in 
Europe, and together with Norway and 
Sweden is called Scandinavia. It has an 
area of 13,784 square miles and a popu- 
lation of 2,000,000 inhabitants. 

Up to the year 1653, the postal service 
in Denmark was in bad condition, but in 
this year King Christian V reformed the 
mail service in Denmark, and at that 
‘time Norway belonged to Denmark, 
where his son Ulrich Christian was post- 
master. King Christian leased the mail 
service to aman named Paul Klingenberg 
for the term of 30 years. Under his ad- 
ministration, the Danish postal service 
improved, and the income was so large 
that Klingenbergasked for a prolongation 
of his contract. King Christian, who at 
that time was at war against Sweden, 
needed money, and granted the privilege, 
and received in return a large loan from 
the postal lessee. 

Klingenberg demanded that until the 
loan be returned, he and his heirs should 
remain sole postal lessees. But after a 
service of 32 years, Klingenberg, on 
account of financial troubles, asked to be 
relieved from his contract. Therefore 
King Christian, on March 14th, 1685, 
installed the young Count Christian 
Gyldenlseve as postal ‘lessee, and the 
King paid 12.000 reichsthaler (1 reigls — 
Rigs—thaler equal to 40 cents). The 
reason for this extraordinary generosity 
on the part of the King being that Count 
Christian was a mere boy of I1 years, 
and lived always abroad. The postal 


service was only a present to him. But 
he (or rather the King) authorized the 
uncle of the young Count, in company 
with Andreas von Engelberg and Jens 
Rosenheim, to conduct the mail service. 

Shortly before his death, Count Gyldnl- 
seve hired the postal service privilege to 
postmaster Levete of Copenhagen for 
14,000 Rigsdaler per year, but his heirs 
remained postal lessees. 

Postmaster Lercle improved the roads 
and established more stations in the large 
territory. 

The successor of Count Gyldnlseve was 
his wife, Countess Dorothea, who took 
postal matters in her own hand. She 
installed and dismissed postmasters, and 
postal contracts were made in her name, 
although she had able and energetic post- 
directors. Her assistant was Christian 
Christoph Erland, who had risen by his 
own efforts from postal clerk to Post- 
master-General. Erland received high 
privileges from Countess Dorothea, who 
sent him throughout the land to improve 
the postal roads and stations. 

Under Erland’s administration, t « 
Danish postal service flourished, and the 
revenue had increased from 22,000 Rigs- 
daler (first year) to 28,000 Rigsdaler in 
the last year of Erland’s administration. 

Meantime Frederick IV _ had 
surrendered the throne of Denmark, and 
on September 22nd, 1703, on her applica- 
tion to be recognized, and installed the 
Countess Dorothea as Royal Danish 
Postal Lessee. But the larger increase 
of work and revenues of the postal ser- 
vice was found of such high value that 


King 
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the Danish Court concluded to bring it 
directly under the control of the Crown. 

Therefore, arrangements were made 
with postal lessee, Countess Dorothea, 
who received 12.000 Rigsdaler cash, and 
an annual pension for herself and children 
of 4,000 Rigsdaler. 

By decree of February 27th, 1712, 
King Frederick 1V of Denmark declared 
the postal service of all his lands as royal 
institutions, and reformed the entire ser- 
A relation of the Gyldenlseve 


vice. 
family, Count Frederick Danneskgsld- 
Samso, was installed as Royal Post- 


Director-General for Denmark, Iceland 
and the Danish West Indian Colonies— 
Si Thoms, Se joan, Se Cross Jsle 
built new postal stations, opened and im- 
proved the postal roads, mail waggons 
and the postal force of men and horses. 


His successor was a relative with the 
same name. Under his postal adminis- 
tration Denmark issued its first postage 
stamps in 1851, and became a member of 
the Universal Postal Union in 1874, in 
which year, being a very old man, he 
resigned his Post-Directorship. 

Denmark issued further postage stamps 
for her colonies, Schleswig-Holstein (at 
that time a colony), 1850, for Danish 
West Indies in 1855, for Iceland in 1873. 

The kingdom of Denmark also had a 
post office in the republic and free city of 
Hamburg (Germany) up to the year 1868, 
in which year this post office had to close 
its doors, and in 1866 the Danish office 
in Schleswig-Holstein had to close—by 
order of Prussia in both cases. It may 
possibly happen before long that some 
more of Denmark’s colonial post offices 
will be supplanted by those of another 
nation. It has been seriously considered 
by Uncle Sam to purchase the Danish 
West Indies for coaling stations for the 
U.S. Navy.

UNITED STATES MATCH AND 
MEDICINE STAISIPS. 


This is certainly no threadbare subject. 
Very little has been said about match 
and medicine stamps at any time, pro or 
con. No one has made any great effort 
to interest collectors in these greatly 
neglected articles. Nevertheless they 
have been objects of no little interest in 
many quarters during all these years. 
Hundreds are now stored away in private 
collections awaiting an awakened interest 
in this unique class of stamps. If there 
is anything in propitious signs, they will 
not remain much longer in idle obscurity. 
The growing interest in revenue stamps 
will have a marked effect on match and 
medicine stamps, and we may certainly 
expect to see them in very great demand 
ere the dawn of 1900. 


That they have been so long neglected 
heretofore, is due to a lack of information 
touching these beautiful and unique 
stamps. The collector of these stamps 
has not been concerned as to the interest 
of others for such stamps. He has gone 
on collecting in his own quiet way, re- 
gardless of what their future values might 
be. He has not wasted time in arguing 
the case with collectors in other lines of 
work. He has believed, and rightly too, 
that match and medicine stamps would 
one day be in demand. His hopes are 
even now being realized. The demand 
for his hoarded specimens increases and 
can never grow less. 


Mr. Kilbon says some excellent and 
truthful things anent these stamps ina 
recent editorial, Among other things, he 
has this to say: “‘ Ifany very large num- 
ber of people begin to want the match 
and medicine stamps, they will go up with 
great rapidity, because there is no 
extensive source of supply.” This fact is 
patent when you remember the way in 
which these stamps were used — on 
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bottles, boxes and packages, and these 
have been destroyed long ago, and the 
stamps with them. They have not been 
stored away in old trunks and garrets, as 
the document stamps. About all the 
available stock is now in the hands of 
collectors. Hence it 1s clear that an 
increased demand for these stamps which 
is sure to Come sooner or later, means a 
very remarkable increase in values. 

At the present time very many values 
are obtainable at very low figures, But 
the advance is sure to come. The wise 
collector will not put off buying until 
to-morrow what he can buy to-day.

ADVERTISING. 


To sell stamps judiciously, 
Just advertise auspiciously. 

Macaulay says :—‘‘ Advertising is- to 
business what oil is to machinery.” A 
mere child knows what oil is to machin- 
ery, but how much logic and philosophy 
it takes to convince some that the first 
part of the maxim ts true. Although we 
all see that the largest advertisers do the 
most extensive business, yet it 1s argued 
that advertising does not pay. 

One misrepresentation of stamps in an 
advertisement is remembered by custom- 
ers longer than a hundred correct state- 
ments. 

Neither good display alone, nor good 


language alone, nor good argument alone, 
makes a good ad. It is the fusion of the 
three in order to make one complete har- 
monious whole, that produces the con- 
vincing advertisement. 


Don’t try to make every word in your 
ad impressive. Remember the best 
stories have but one climax. 


Everything superfluous should be ex- 
cluded from your ad. The shortest road 
to the collector’s mind is secured by con- 
densing the thought to be expressed into 


as few words as possible. Too many 
words are worse than too few. 
Advertising is not a lottery. A well 


written advertisement in a well conducted 


stamp paper will produce satisfactory 
results. 
It is not mecessary that a paper 


should be in existence a year or more 
before it becomes a paying medium for 
advertisers. An advertisement may be 
inserted in an old paper, along with an 
army of other ads, and may be, perhaps, 
lost sight of entirely. 

An advertishment in the PHILATELIC 
CANADTAN is the shortest distance he

Then why confine the subject matter of 
your ad to solid figures, comparisons, 
etc, Talk to your readers through your 
ads. 

A good stamp ad does more than bring 


results. !t makes money for the adver- 
tiser.

8c registeres for 25c. unless you have 
some ulterior object to obtain. 

Have you noticed that the largest 
stamp dealers are the largest advertisers 
Advertising benefits business every time.

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PAPERS AND ADS. 


Do you notice the constant improve- 
ment in philatelic papers? It goes on 
steadily from year to year. Just think 
how many 6x9 four page papers there 
were in the eighties, and how few such 
papers there have been since the dawn of 
the nineties. The four page sheet has 
become a rara avis. “It has outlived its 
usefulness.” We are no longer willing to 
tolerate anything less than “‘ eight pages 
and cover,” and even the eight page 
sheet is becoming obsolete. The chances 
seem all against the “lesser lights,” and 
yet very many of these smaller sheets are 
very creditable and deserving of patron- 
age. But inexperience and a flat pocket 
book cannot long stem the tide with more 
pretentious neighbors. The weaker ves- 
sel goes tothe wall. The paper that suc- 
ceeds to-day must meet the demands of 
the present and keep steady pace with its 
established and prosperous contempor- 
aries. 

While speaking about the improve- 
ment in stamp papers, I may add a few 
words concerning stamp advertisements. 
There is an improvement along this line 
also. There is less shooting at random, 
as was formerly the case. Very many of 
the stamp advertisements are “studied ” 
and attractive, as they should be in this 
artisiic age. But there is room for im- 
provement. Advertisers will serve their 
best interests by giving time and thought 
to the wording and arrangement of every 
notice, whether large or small. The 


advertisement must have snap and 
novelty, and the more of each, the better. 
Don’t imagine that just any wording will 
draw, and that most anything will sell. 
If you tarry long at such conclusions, you 
will soon find the outgo in the way of 
cash greater thantheincome. If you are 
intending to advertise, and to be your 
own agent, make advertising a study. 
Study the wants and demands of the 
times, and frame your advertisements 
accordingly, and keep “framing” them 
month after month. Give something new 
continually. Variety is the spice of stamp 
advertising. Above all—keep everlast- 
lastingly at it, “constant dropping wears 
away Stones.”

A HISTORY, INVENTION AND 
EXTENSION OF THE 
POSTAL CARD. 


The first invention of the postal card is 
claimed by two men, and although indeed 
two men participate in the invention, 
there really is one ‘‘de facto” inventor 
only, which I will narrate for the benefit 
of the numerous entire postal card col- 
lectors. 

In Germany, as well as in Austria 
(and other countries too), the fee for 
letters varied according to weight, also a 
certain fee for certain number of miles. 
Further, the difference in the letter fee 
and printed matter fee was very large. 
Now it is proved that in the year 1865, at 
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the German-Austrian postal conference, 
held at Carlsruhe (Grand Duchy of Baden 
Germany), the, at that time Post-director 
of Prussia, Dr. H. Stephan (also founder 
of the Universal Postal Union in 1878), 
at this conference acquainted some post 
officials with his idea of a medium be- 
tween letter and printed matter, and also 
submitted to some of the officials, a 
written statement about his idea. But 
nothing came of it, neither “ officially” 
at this postal conference, who, as a body, 
had no knowledge of it, and neither in 
Prussia, in which country he had sub- 
mitted his idea, but it was not accepted. 
Meantime the North German Confedera- 
tion was founded (1868), and Dr. Stephan 
as postal director, neither done, or could 
do anything in regards to his idea of a 
so called open card, with writing on 
same. 

In short, nobody thought more of Dr. 
Stephan’s idea, until suddenly in the year 
1868, Dr. Emanuel Herrmann, an Aus- 
trian government official, submitted to 
the Austrian postal authorities a written 
plan regarding a postal card, with all 
specifications, as price, within Austria- 
Hungary. 

The Austrian authorities had first to 
confer with their Hungarian postal con- 
freres (although Hungary is dependent 
politically upon Austria, affairs of both 
States are separated). After some delay 
Dr. Hermann was notified that his idea 
was practical, and accepted. 

Now Herrman claims that he had no 
knowledge at all of Stephan’s idea. He 
was not present at the above related con- 
ference at Karlsruhe, and as nothing 
contrary has been proved, the world 
must acknowledge Dr. Emanuel Herr- 
mann as “ defacto” inventor of the entire 
postal card. 

But justice demands that we give the 
merit of a similar idea to Dr. H. Stephan. 
In the year 1868, Austria issued the first 
postal card—2kr yellow. As soon as 


issued the Austrian people liked the in- 
vention, and within two months the big 
government supply was sold. In 1870 
followed Belgium, Switzerland and Great 
Britain; Germany in 1871, and at the 
present time all countries of the Universal 
Postal Union issue cards for international 
purposes. The size of cards must be the 


same in all countries, 
Hoe. 


INSPECTORS WILL NOT 
COLLECT. 


We publish the following from a 
Philadelphia paper for the benefit of 
stamp dealers in Canada, and those in 
the United States who may not know 
of the new regulation : 

“General Edgerton, post office in- 
spector in charge of the Philadelphia 
division, comprising the States of 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, recently 
received a ruling from the Post Office 
Department forbidding the collection, 
by officers of his department, of sums 
due to dealers in foreign and domestic 
postage stamps, from those persons 
who have ordered stamps for selection, 
and who fail to return either the stamps 
not wanted, or to pay for those taken, 
As it is the practice of those dealing in 
rare and foreign stamps to advertise 
for and receive them through the mails, 
it has been claimed that those who 
refuse to pay therefor, are guilty of 
using the mails to further a scheme to 
defraud, within the meaning of the 
statute prohibiting such use, but the 
Attorney-General for the Post Office 
Department now rules otherwise, and 
in the future investigations in this line 
and collections by inspectors will not 
be made. 

This ruling was brought about by the 
representation of the Philadelphia 
office that stamp dealers throughout 
the United States and Canada, have 
adopted the method, widely advertised, 
of sending stamps on approval, to any 
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person who may apply for them, and 
in any quantity. No reference is re- 
quired, no deposit asked for, and no 
inquiry made as to standing, 

The consequence of this loose and 
unbusinesslike transaction is that quan- 
tities of these stamps fall into the hands 
of unreliable boys, frauds, dead beats, 
and persons using fictitious names and 
addresses. It is then sought to make 
the Division of Post Office Inspectors 
an agency for the collection of these 
bad debts, on the ground that the mails 
have been used to further a scheme to 
defraud. 

The above ruling cha.ges a practice 
that has prevailed, and was welcome 
news to the officers in the Philadelphia 
division, as this class of business has 
grown up to be an irksome and intoler- 
able nuisance, and was carried on to 
the neglect of more important public 
service,”

Whatappeals 
to every collector in connection with 
the catalogue is the very low prices at 
which the stamps are listed. Up to 
the present time Canada revenues have’ 
been listed somewhat too high, with 
the consequence that a feeling of un- 
certainty prevailed among collectors 
as to their real value. In the new 
catalogue, prices have been placed at 
net cash figures, and it is thought 
dealers will not be able to allow much, 


if any, discount from these figures. 


In the future we intend to devote 
considerable space to newsy notes from 
different places in Canada. Wewould 
like to procure correspondents in Mont- 
real, Quebec, Halifax, Ottawa, London, 
Hamilton, Winnipeg and Victoria. 
Any collector in any of these cities 
who would be willing to send us 
monthly letters, kindly write for terms. 
We can also use some good MSS. 


ComPLAINT has been made to us of a 
number of collectors throughout Can- 
ada who have been acting in a most 
contemptible manner in regard to sel- 
ections sent them on approval. Too 
cowardly to steal an entire selection. 
they have resorted to such low methods 
as substituting for good stamps the 
veriest trash. Others will remit a few 
cents short of the actual amount due, 
while some will send damaged or 
washed stamps in payment. Itis time 
a stop were put to these small practices 
and in next number of the CANADIAN 
we will give a list and short ‘* biogra- 
phy ” of those of this character whom 
we are able to discover. We will also 
give as complete a list as possible of all 
the approval sheet frauds in Canada. 
If this paragraph is marked, it means 
that you are not square with some of 
your fellow collectors.

IN the two numbers of this paper
